Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: In response to applicants assertion of premature 
finality, the Examiner asserts that finality was proper. The Examiner rejected the original claims in the Office Action of 16 August 2005. 
The applicant then filed major changes to the claims overcoming the grounds of rejection on 16 November 2005. This required the 
Examiner to conduct a new search necessitating the new grounds of rejection as stated in the Office Action of 6 January 2006. 
Applicant's assertion that the amendments filed 16 November 2005 included no new subject matter that was not previously claimed is 
unfounded. For example, the original claims do not refer to "damascene openings", "electrolyte solution comprising ions of said metal" nor 
"electroplating copper on said thinned seed layer to fill said via opening". 
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
